TnE “ T iK -cr. ” 
The threatened tie-up on the New-York 
street car lines went into effect shortly after 
5 o’clock. 
No cars went out after 2 A. M. 
All the railroads stopped running cars regu­ 
larly but the Third:Avenue, the Twenty- 
Third Street cross-tow n line and the ’Bleecker- 
Strcet Railroad. 
It is now nearly three years 
since the last tie-up was experienced in this 
City. 
The men have been preparing for this 
struggle 
for 
some time, and the order 
to drop the lines was promulgated at the 
meeting of the street car men last evening. 
Messengers were dispatched to the different 
stables to notify the men at work to quit at 
4 a . M. or with the first trip in the morning. 
The night cars,as fast as they arrived at the 
stables, were run in, the horses stabled and 
fed and left to enjoy the unusual rest. 
The 
men went quietly home. 


UNLAWFUL ACTS OF STRIKERS. 
President Curtis, 
of 
the 
Sixth avenue 
Road, said he would run a ear this morning 
over the line of his route even if all the 
strikers combined to stop it. 
The strikers

Inspector Williams, with 300 police, is now 
in charge of the depot.

VOTING ON PROHIBITION. 


N ew Ham pshire has arranged lo take a 
vote on prohibition on the 12th of March 
next under a provision of the new constitu­ 
tion. 
Prohibition already prefails in that 
state by act of the Legislature,and the am end­ 
ment will probably Ik- adopted. 
In M assa­ 
chusetts, Pennsy lvania. Connecticut and New 
York the preliminary steps have been taken 
for a similar vote. 
There is little doubt that 
in each of these states the question w ill reach 
the people in due tim e, with the possible e x ­ 
ception of Connecticut. 
Prohibition has Dot made much progress 
recently , every state in which it has been 
voted upon during the last two y <:ars having 
rejected it. 
T hese states are Michigan. Texas, 
Tennessee, Oregon and W est Virginia. 
The 
majorities in these states were large, in Texas 
reaching 9 3,000,and in W est Virginia 86,000. 
The general m ovem ent for high license ap­ 
parently weakened the 
prohibition cause 
in Michigan and 
Oregon, 
and the same 
effect is likely 
to be 
realized 
in 
Penn­ 
sy lvania when she conies to vote. 
Defeat is 
less likely in the N ew England states, where it 
has been demonstrated that prohibition en­ 
actments are capable of quite satisfactory 
enforcement. 
Prohibition is adapted to cer­ 
tain conditions of society , and these condi­ 
tions probably ex ist to a more favorable de­ 
gree iu New England than elsewhere. 
In New York the prohibition amendment 
passed the Legislature last y ear. 
It must 
now wait till a new 
Legislature in both 
branches is elected, or till the session of 1S9 0. 
It will undoubtedly be sent to the people next 
y ear. 
The liquor men w ould have little rea­ 
son 
for 
apprehensiou 
of 
its 
adoption 
if Gov. Hill had perm itted one of the high 
license hills passed by the Legislature to be­ 
come a law. 
T he peaple would undoubted­ 
ly prefer high license, w ith the large revenues 
that it assures, to any other method of liquor 
restriction, ex cept for the declared purpose 
of the Governor to veto every bill that is of­ 
fensive to the liquor trade. The prohibitory 
amendment is therefore likely to become 
popular because the Governor has not 
the 
power to veto it. 
If the next Legislature de­ 
crees to send it to the people, to the people it 
will go, and every friend of temperance 
who 
is 
in 
despair 
on 
the 
high 
license question w ill 
accept 
it 
as 
the 
best substitute that can be obtained. 
The people w ho are In favor of some bet­ 
ter restriction of the traffic are in a large ma­ 
jority . and if Governor H ill notifies them by 
one or two more vetoes that they must make 
the reform by absolute prohibition or not at 
all, they will vote for prohibition. 
And its 
adoption will m ake the liquor trade and even 
the Governor him self, very w illing to accept 
the milder principle of high license. 
It is to he hoped that the amendment will 


I k - submitted to the people early in the sea­ 
son, say in April or M ay , or in good season 
for the Legislature to pass the necessary laws 
to carry the provision into effect. 
There w il 
lie a two-thirds m ajority for temperance in 
th e Legislature nex t y ear w ithout doubt, and 
such legislation can then be effected without 
fear of a veto. Sincere Prohibitionists should' 
wake up to the opportunity . 
Prohibition in 
N ew York is less than a y ear away 
if they 
contribute their votes to m ake it successful.

FREE RUM IN G BEEN BUSH. 


The Albany Ex p ress has been investigating 
the condition of the liquor trade in the vil 
lage of Greeubttsh, opposite Albany . 
T he 
town is under D em ocratic control, and two 
members of the Board of Excise, J ohn Con- 
lon and Dennis D em psey , are saloon keepers 
them selves, and neither of them had taken 
out or [laid for a license, but were selling in 
violation of law. 
T he other Commissioner, 
whose name is Stephen M iles, was found by 
the reporter in a beer em porium engaged in a 
gam e of poker. 
An interview with each of 
the Commissioners elicited the interesting in 
formation that any saloon keeper could have 
a license on application, hut not many had 
applied. W hen the tw o saloon keeping Com­ 
m issioners were asked w hy they had not col­ 
lected a license fee of them selves, Conlon 
failed to explain, w hile Dem psey offered lo 
bet $5 that he had a license. 
An inspection 
o f the license that hung on the wall showed 
it to be one of som e form er y ear. 
The Over­ 
seer of the Poor, W . J . Boy lan, was next in­ 
terviewed. 
He keeps a m eat shop. 
W hen 
asked why he had not prosecuted the unli­ 
censed dealers, a-s the law requires, he re­ 
plied: “ I have no pow er to act now under 
the law. 
N otice w as served on me to prose­ 
cute the saloon keepers w ithin ten day s. 
I 
did n’t com ply , the ten day s having expired, 
the matter is out of m y hands. 
I w asn’t 
going to let them com pel me; I’m not goiug 
to sacrifice m y self to the pu b lic.” 
The Pres­ 
ident 
of 
the 
village, 
known 
as 
Capt. 
Sm ith, 
was 
equally 
helpless. 
He 
is 
a 
decent 
man 
Hud 
a 
church 
member, 
but 
he 
is 
also 
a 
Dem ocrat, 
and 
has 
set his ey es on the Supervisor’s office. 
His 
predecessor, Mr. Spiel, attem pted to enforce 
the law and actually succeeded in collecting 
ab<J ut $1,000 in license fees, the largest sum 
ever gathered in the village, but it is needless 
to say that he was not re-elected. 
The pious 
Capt. Smith has not troubled him self about 
th e matter at all. 
Like Mr. Boy lan, he loves 
office too well to sacrifice it for the heuefll of 
the public. 
T he reporter found 64 saloons in full blast 
in Greenhush, of w hich seven only had re­ 
ceived and paid for licenses. 
A t (he lowest 
k n ow n rate these saloons should contribute 
$2,400 to the village tax es instead of the $200 
that is now collected. 
In addition to the two 
E x cise Commissioners already mentioned, an 
unlicensed saloon is kept by J ustice of the 
P eace Alonzo Sliter.

VOTING ON PROHIBITION. 


New Hampshire has arranged to take a 
vote on prohibition on the 12th of March 
next under a provision of the new constitu­ 
tion. 
Prohibition already prefails in that 
state by act of the Legislature,and the amend­ 
ment will probably be adopted. 
In Massa­ 
chusetts, Pennsylvania, Connecticut and New 
York the preliminary steps have been taken 
for a similar vote. 
There is little doubt that 
in each of these states the question will reach 
the people in due time, with the possible ex­ 
ception of C’onmetieut. 
Prohibition has not made much progress 
recently, every state in which it has been 
voted upon during the last two years having 
rejected it. 
These states are Michigan. Texas, 
Tennessee, Oregon and West Virginia. 
The 
majorities in these states were large, in Texas 
reaching 93,000.and in West Virginia 36,000. 
The general movement for high license ap­ 
parently weakened the prohibition cause 
in Michigan nnd Oregon, and the same 
effect is likely to be realized 
in Penn­ 
sylvania when she comes to vote. 
Defeat is 
less likely in the New England states, where it 
has been demonstrated that prohibition en­ 
actments are capable of quite satisfactory 
enforcement. 
Prohibition is adapted to cer­ 
tain conditions of society, and these condi 
tions probably exist to a more favorable de­ 
gree in New England than elsewhere. 
In New York the prohibition amendment 
passed the Legislature last year. 
It must 
now wait till a new Legislature in both 
branches is elected, or till the session of 1S90. 
It will undoubtedly l>e sent to the people next 
year. 
The liquor men would have little rea­ 
son 
for 
apprehensiou 
of 
its 
adoption 
if Gov. Hill had j>ermitted one of the high 
license bills passed by the Legislature to be­ 
come a law. 
The peaple would undoubted­ 
ly prefer high license, with the large revenues 
that it assures, to any other method of liquor 
restriction, except for the declared purpose 
of the Governor to veto every bill that is of­ 
fensive to the liquor trade. The prohibitory 
amendment is therefore likely to become 
popular because the Governor has not the 
power to veto it. 
If the next Legislature de­ 
crees to send it to the people, to the people it 
will go, and every friend of temperance 
who 
is 
in 
despair 
on 
the 
high 
license question will 
accept 
it 
as 
the 
best substitute that can be obtained. 
The people who are in favor of some bet­ 
ter restriction of the trallic are in a large ma­ 
jority, and if Governor Hill notifies them by 
one or two more vetoes that they must make 
the reform by absolute prohibition or not at 
all, they will vote for prohibition. 
And its 
adoption will make the liquor trade and even 
the Governor himself, very willing to accept 
the milder principle of high license. 
It is to be hoped that the am endm ent will 
lie submitted to the people early in the sea­ 
son, say in April or May, or in good season 
for the Legislature to pass the necessary iaws 
to carry the provision into effect. 
There wil 
l»e a two thirds majority for temperance in 
the Legislature next year without doubt, and 
such legislation can then be effected without 
fear of a veto. Sincere Prohibitionists should 
wake up to the opportunity. 
Prohibition in 
New York is less than a year away if they 
contribute their votes to make it successful. 


FREE RUM IN GREENBUSH. 


The Albany Express has been investigating 
the condition of the liquor trade in the vil­ 
lage of Greetibush, opposite Albany. 
The 
town is under Democratic control, and two 
members of the Board of Excise, John Con­ 
loo and Dennis Dempsey, are saloon keepers 
themselves, and neither of them had taken 
out or paid for a license, but were selling in 
violation of law. 
The other Commissioner, 
whose name is Stephen Miles, was found by 
the reiKirter in a beer emporium engaged in a 
game of poker. 
An interview with each of 
the Commissioners elicited the interesting in­ 
form ation that any saloon keeper could have 
a license on application, but not many had 
applied. Wheu the two saloon keeping Com­ 
missioners were asked why they had not col­ 
lected a license fee of themselves, Conlon 
failed to explain, while Dempsey offered to 
bet $5 that he had a license. 
An inspection 
of the license that hung on the wall showed 
it to be one of some former year. 
The Over­ 
seer of the Poor, W. J. Boylan, was next in 
terviewed. 
He keeps a meat shop. 
When 
asked why he had not prosecuted the unli 
censed dealers, as the law requires, he re­ 
plied: “ I have no power to act now under 
the law. 
Notice was served on me to prose­ 
cute the saloon keepers within ten days, 
didn’t comply, the ten days having expired, 
the m atter is out of my hands. 
I wasn’t 
going to let them compel me; I’m not goiug 
to sacrifice myself to the public.” 
The Pres­ 
ident 
of the 
village, 
known 
as 
Capt 
Smith, 
was 
equally 
helpless. 
He 
i: 
a decent 
man 
and 
a church 
member, 
but 
he 
is also a 
Demoerut, 
aud 
has 
set his eyes on the Supervisor’s office. 
His 
predecessor, Mr. Spiel, attempted to enforce 
tho law and actually succeeded in collecting 
abcTut $1,000 in license fees, the largest sum 
ever gathered in the vidage, but it is needless 
to say that he was not re-elected. 
The pious 
Capt. Smith has not troubled himself about 
the matter at all. 
Like Mr. Boylan, he loves 
office too well to sacrifice it for the beuefit of 
the public. 
The reporter found 64 saloons in full blast 
in Greenbush, of which seven only had re­ 
ceived and paid for licenses. 
At the lowest 
know n rate these saloons should contribute 
$2,400 to the village taxes instead of the $200 
that is now collected. 
In additiou to the two 
Excise Commissioners already mentioned, an 
unlicensed saloon is kept by Justice of the 
Peace Alonzo Sliter. 
Democratic misman­ 
agement of village expenditures in other de­ 
partm ents has inflicted a heavy load of taxes 
upon Greenbush. aud the people are talking 
o f organizing a citizens’ committee to take up 
the work of prosecution and punishment. 
The case is only an illustration of the sort of 
rule that is likely to prevail in every city and 
village of the state when the policy of David 
B. Hill becomes established beyond dispute. 


THE DEMOCRA TIC SILL Y SEASON, 


The Rochester Union has been pounding 
a tv ay at the Republican party for months, to 
induce it to place a colored man iu Gen. 
Harrison’s Cabinet. 
It thinks Harrison owes 
his election to the votes of colored men, and 
gratitude demands a recognition of the race. 
A sample of it* argument is found in the 


statement that there are 13.000 colored voters 
in New Y ork and 8,000 iu Indiana, and that 
neither of these states could have been 
carried for Harrison without the aid of these 
voters. 
Heuce Harrison was elected by the 
colored vote. 
Therefore lie should place in 
his Cabinet a colored man. 
By a like process of reasoning it could be 
found that Harrison owes his election to 
Irishmen or to Germans or to Englishmen or 
to Frenchmen or to Italians or to auy one of 
the numerous races with which the country 
is peopled. 
Hence gratitude demands of 
him the m aking up of his Cabinet out of 
foreigners entirely. 
Or it might be made 
to 
appear 
that 
he 
was 
indebted 
to 
factory 
operatives, 
to 
laborers, 
to 
farmers, to carpenters, to masons, to plaster, 
ers. to sash and blind men, to blacksmiths, 
to moulders, to traveling men and to railroad 
employes. 
W hy should it not lie demanded 
of him, therefore, that be frame bis Cabinet 
out of the building and carrying trades, the 
mecliauics and laboring men. 
To give the 
colored man recognition in the Cabinet while 
all of these were slighted, would be to accord 
a superiorty to one race or class over another. 
We do not think that even the ablest colored 
men themselves would ask such distinction. 
The obligation which the colored people of 
the country recognize that they are undtr to 
the Republican party was rendered long ago. 
It was nothing less than their release from 
slavery and their establishment as citizens of 
a nation of freemen. 
Their allegiance to 
such a party is not to lie held by the be­ 
stowal of an office 
upon one of 
their 
number, but by 
a 
faithful 
adherence 
to 
the 
letter 
and 
spirit 
of 
these 
constitutional amendments which constitute 
the charter of their liberties. 
They do not 
recognize the Republican partj' as a distinct­ 
ively black man’s ar white mau's party, but 
as the party that guarantees equal rights to 
all, and heuce oue which, whether the Cubi 
net be filled with black men or while men, 
with Irishmen, Germán*. Italians or Afri­ 
cans, will deal justly with every citizen of 
this great country. 
All that is asked of Gen. 
Ilarrisou is a Cabinet that will administer the 
government with exact and equal respect for 
the rights of all. 
The Union descends a lit­ 
tle lower than is usual in the depths of silli­ 
ness when it tries to breed dissatisfaction 
among colored voters by trying to persuade 
them that in addition to all the benefits they 
Lave received 
from the Republican party, 
they shauld dpmand an office for one of their 
number.

AN ACT providing for the holding of two 
polls at the annual town meeting of the 
Town of Hurley. 
Passed, Dec. 3, 1888.

AN ACT providing for the holding of two 
polls at the annual town meeting of the 
Town of Hurley. 
Passed, Dec. 3, 1888. 
The Board of Supervisors of the County of 
Ulster do enact as follows : 
S ection 1. 
The annual towu meeting of 
the Town of Hurley, for the election of town 
officers, shall hereafter be held at two polls 
in said town, and for that purpose the town 
is hereby divided into two election districts, 
to be known as Election Districts Nos. One 
and Two, respectively, and which districts 
shall be and are hereby constituted as they 
existed at the general election held in said 
town in the year 1888 for the election of state 
and county officers, and the inhabitants of 
each of said districts entitled to vote at the 
annual towu meeting shall be entitled to vote 
only at the poll in the distric t in which they 
reside at the time of said town meeting. 
$ 2. The first annual town meeting held 
after the passage of this act, shall be held in 
the two severa! districts; that is, in the first 
district at the same place the last annual 
town meeting was held, and in the second 
district I lie same place at which the lust 
preceding general election for state and 
county officers was held and each subsequent 
annual town meeting thereafter shall be held 
at such place in the aforesaid district as shall 
he appointed or designated by the same boaid 
at the same time and in a manner as now- 
provided for apt ointing the places of hold­ 
ing the general election. 
The board of towu 
officers of said towu shall hold their meet­ 
ings for the transaction of business as re­ 
quired by law, at the place in district No. 
One, at which the uuuuul town meeting was 
held. 
3. The two Justices of the Peace residing 
iu ihe first elec tion district, together with the 
Town Clerk and the two Justices of the 
Peace residing in the second election district, 
together with a voter iu such district, and 
duly appointed by the justices of said district 
shall ooustiiute the inspectors of election for 
the respective district at the first annual town 
meeting after the passage of this act, and

general election for state and county officers,

N ew H am pshire has arranged lo take a 
vote on prohibition on the 12th of M ardi 
next under a provision a l the new constitu­ 
tion. 
P rohibition already prevails in that 
state by act o f the L egislature,and the am end­ 
m ent will probably la- adopted. 
In M assa­ 
chusetts, Pennsylvania. C onnecticut and New 
Y ork the prelim inary steps have la m taken 


fo r a sim ilar vote. 
T here is little doubt th at 
in each o f these states the question will reach 
the people in due tim e, w ith the possible ex ­ 
ception of Connecticut. 
Prohibition has not made m uch progress 
recently, every state in w hich it has been 
voted upon du rin g the last tw o year* having 
rejected it. 
Tbc«e stall* are M ichigan. Texas, 
Tennessee, O regon and W est V irginia 
T he 
m ajorities in these states were large, in Texas 
reaching 98,000.and in W est V irginia 86.(KHI. 
T he general m ovem ent for high license ap ­ 
parently w eakened the 
prohibition cause 
in M ichigan and Oregon, 
and the sam e 
effect is likely 
to lie realized 
in 
P en n ­ 
sylvania w hen she comes to vote. 
Defeat is 
less likely in the New E ngland states, w in re it 
has been dem onstrated that prohibition en­ 
actm ents are capable of quite satisfactory 
enforcem ent. 
Prohibition is adapted to cer­ 
tain conditions of society, and these eondi 
lions protiably exist to a more favorable de­ 


gree in New England than elsew here. 
In New Y ork the prohibition am endm ent 
passed the Legislature last year. 
It must 
now w ait till a new L egislature in both 
b ran d ies is elected, or till the session of 1S90. 
It w ill undoubtedly lie sent to the people next 
year. 
T he liquor m en w ould have little rea 
son 
fo r 
apprehension 
of 
its 
adoption 
if Gov. H ill had perm itted one o f the high 
license bills paased by the L egislature to be­ 
com e a law. 
T h e people w ould und o u b ted ­ 
ly p refer high license, w ith the large revenue* 
th at it assures, lo any other m ethod of liquor 
restriction, except for the declared purpose 
of the G overnor to veto every hill th at is of 
fens)vc to the liquor trade. T h e prohibitory 
am endm ent is therefore likely to become 
popular because the G overnor 
has not the 
pow er to veto it. 
If the next L egislature de­ 
crees to send it to the people, to the people it 
w ill go, 
and every friend o f tem perance 
w ho

T h e people w ho are iii favor of some lad ­ 
ler restriction of the trallie are in a large m a­ 
jo rity , and if G overnor H ill notifies them by 
one or tw o m ore vetoes that they m ust m ake 
the reform by absolute prohibition or not at 
all, they will vote for prohibition. 
A nd it' 
adoption will m ake the liquor trade and even 
th e G overnor him self, very w illing to accept 
the m ilder principle of high license. 
It is to lie hoped th at the am endm ent will 
Im* subm itted to the people early in the sea 
son, say in A pril o r M ay. or in good season 
fu r the L egislature Pi pass the necessary law s 
to carry the provision Into effect. 
T h ere wit 
lie a tw o th ird s m ajority fo r tem perance in 
Hie L egislature next year w ith o u t doubt, and 
such Irged Ilion ran then ta' effect oil w ithout 
fear of a veto. Sincere Prohibitionist* should* 
w ake iqi to tile opportunity.

New York is less than a y ear aw ay if they 
contribute their votes to m ake it successful.
